Andover will receive $13,150 
from the state highway fund as a 
result of the Governor’s action in 
Signing the thrice-vetoed Republi- 
can unemployment bill on Tuesday.

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Drinking vs. 
Getting Drunk 


“We pledge our support to the 
duly constituted authorities for the 
elimination of anti-social conditions 
wherever they may surround the 
sale of beer to the consumer.” 


This statement appeared recently 
in an advertisement which ran in 
a number of national magazines un- 
der the sponsorship of an associa- 
tion interested in brewers, inter- 
ested in staving off another era of 
prohibition which they feel is im- 
minent if present conditions are not 
corrected immediately. Massachu- 
setts again votes on license this 
coming November, and these brew- 
ers realize that if some of the 
present evils continue, the chances 
are that a good many towns, in- 
cluding Andover, will go dry, thus 
cutting down on the brewing bus- 
iness, 


If the local licensees were to join 
in a similar campaign, they would 
stand a much better chance of be- 
ing still in business after the bal- 
lots are counted in November. It 
will do them no good to make an 
extra dime or so on a drink for a 
man who has already had too much 
if he then goes out into Andover 
square and becomes such a nuis- 
ance, such a disgusting sight that 
even people who feel that drinking 
moderately is all right, would vote 
“No” in November. 


The police are doing some good 
by sending the intoxicated men 
home and jailing those who won’t 
zo home. The restaurant-owners 
themselves, however, are in a much 
better position to curb the grow- 
ing evils than are the police, for 
they can nip excessive drinking in 
the bud. It would be well for them 
to get together and draw up reso- 
lutions which they should strictly 
follow, and those resolutions should 
be somewhat as follows: 


(1) We will observe strictly the 
present police black list, refusing 
to sell liquor to anyone who the 
police feel is not capable of the 
proper restraint, and also to anyone 
suspected of buying liquor for these 
men on the black list. 


(2) We will circulate among the 
various restaurants the names of 
those who have been engaged in 
drunken brawls in any restaurant, 
and we shall refuse to sell liquor 
to these men, 


(8) We shall instruct our clerks 
to keep an eye on the men drink- 
ing, and if anyone appears to be 
drinking more than he can take 
care of, we shall refuse to sell any 
more to him until he becomes sober 
again. 


(4) We shall follow strictly the 
ruling that no customer is to enter 
or leave by our back-door, 


(5) We shall not allow any noisy 
goings-on within our restaurants. 


(6) We shall do everything we 
can to prevent loitering in front of 
our shops or the neighboring shops,
